Bed-Plate for Rag Engine. 





An improvement in bed-plates for rag engines 
s illustrated in the drawing, which represents a 
top or plan view of a section of the bed-plate, 
\ A representing the metallic side pieces; B B, 
the cutters or blades; C, the wood and filling be- 
tween the blades; D, the cross-bolts which pass 
through from side to side and hold the parts 
securely together. 

This bed-plate is made in the usual manner, ex- 
cepting in the form and arrangement of the cut- 
ting blades B. These blades or knives are made in 
serpentine form, or with a series of right-and- 
left bends, and without any acute angles, and so 
constructed and arranged that the curves in 
each blade are different and in a different direc- 
tion from the bends or curves in the blade on 
each side. Consequently the stock is not 
crowded along to a particular point, but is 
changed and forced laterally by tke action of 
the cutting-wheel upon the cutting-blades as it 
passes or forces its knives with a shearing action 
over the different blades B. 

With this form of blades arranged and com- 
bined as described, the stock is said to be sheared 
so as to leave the fibre of the paper-stock longer 
and more perfect for the manufacture of strong 
and durable paper, while at the same time a 
greater uniformity of reduction and form of 
fibre are obtained. (221,812.)

The Paper Trade in Russia. 





The materials on which mankind have in dif- 
ferent ages contrived to write their sentiments, 
as we know, have been extremely various. 
The substances on which the ancient Russian 
manuscripts were written were of three kinds, 
parchment, cotton paper or bombizin, and paper 
made of linen rags. According to the testimony 
of the Arabian writers of the tenth century the 
passports, or warrants of protection and author- 
ity to travel, were written in Russia on white 
bark. In the judicial arts of the fifteenth century 
we find the expression, ‘‘and they were inscribed 
on bark,” ‘“‘and they” (the accounts) ** were 
kept on bark” (1483). The Russian Imperial 
Library at St. Petersburg, among a collection 
of various writing materials, exhibits some in- 
teresting specimens of this ancient material. But 
parchment appears to be the most ancient 
substance used in Russia for manuscripts and 
edicts. There cannot be the least doubt but 
that the Russians obtained parchment from 
Greece long before the introduction of Chris- 
tianity into the country, for the treaties of the 
Russin Princes Oleg, Igor, and Sviatoslaf were 
written on that substance. Itis possible also 
that Novgorod, which was in those times a 
flourishing commercial state in Russia, obtained 
it from the west in their trade with the Hansa 
merchants, but whether parchment were ever 
manufactured or not in Russia it is impossible to 
tell. All the ancient Russian manuscripts and 
edicts of the eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, and 
the first half of the fourteenth centuries are 
written on parchment. This material is met 
with also at a later date, but not frequently. 
The cotton paper or bombizin on which edicts 
were written, and which was bound in the form 
of books, presents a thick, solid material. Before 
using it was usually smoothly polished by the 
scribe with a tooth or similar instrament. Many 
of the ancient Russian documents are written 
on bombizin, as, for instance, the treaty between 
Simon the Proud, the first Grand Prince of all 
the Russias, with his brothers, in 1341, and also 
his will in 1353. The oldest book of bombizin 
contained in the Imperial library dates from the 
year 1371. Paper made of linen rags appeared 
in Russia likewise in the fourteenth century, 
consequently about this time it became known 
in western Europe; Karaonzine the historian 
remarks that paper made of rags was in ancient 
times obtained through the medium of the’ 
Germans, In 1554 England first came into 
contact with Russia, when a chartered company 
was formed invested with the exclusive privi- 
lege of trade with that country. Among the 
early exports paper is mentioned; it was proba- 
bly obtained for the first book printed in Russia, 
the ** Acts of the Apostles,” which appeared in 
Moscow in 1564. It is supposed that the manu- 
facture of paper in Russia was not introduced 
until the reign of the Czar Alexay Mikhailovich 
or Fedor Alexayitch (1645—1676). 

The manufacture of the finer sorts of writing 
paper and letter paper in Russia dates from the 
reign of Alexander I., who, when in England in 

515, invited an English paper manufacturer to 

‘ussia, who constructed at Peterhoff, near St. 
Petersburg, the so-called Government Peterhoff 
paper mill, for which all the necessary ma- 
chinery was obtained from this country. This 
was the first millin which machinery was em-

ployed in paper-making in Russia, and served as 
a model for private manufacturers. Not less 
than 70,000 reams of paper of all sorts, particu- 
larly the finer qualities, were made here yearly, 
the coarse kind being abundantly furnished for 
the trade by the inland manufacturers. The 
Government mill employed at the time of its 
prosperity 800 workmen, chiefly supplied from 
the foundling hospital. It was given up by the 
Government, with other manufacturing estab- 
lishments, some thirty years ago. It is note- 
worthy that since its foundation the manufact- 
ure of paper in Russia has been, to a great 
extent, under the superintendence of English 
managers, and the machinery is generally 
imported from this country. One of the largest 
private mills, the Neffsky paper mill, near St. 
Petersburg, was originally founded by an 
Englishman. 

In reviewing the present state of the paper 
manufacture of Russia, we find that it presents 
the general characteristic of a movement in the 
direction of substituting everywhere of a whole 
series of heterogeneous antiquated 
apparatus by more modern and 
perfected machinery and apparatus, 
principally connected with the boil- 
ing, washing, and further preparing 
of the raw material, and a percep- 
tible tendency to introduce surro- 
gates as a substitute for rags, which 
are constantly increasing in price. 
The improvements of the first kind 
are being applied on a grand scale 
in the larger mills. The experi- 
ments in the introduction of surro- 
gates apply more especially to the 
smaller establishments, which are 
interested most of all in cheapening 
the raw material. Wood pulp, ac- 
cording to all appearance, is one of 
these surrogates which, in the immediate fu- 
ture, will be most extensively applied in Russia, 
owing to the enormous extent of her forests, 
where an unlimited supply of wood of every 
kind can be obtained at a most trifling cost. 
There are at present several establishments 
devoted specially to the production of this ma- 
terial.

workmen. 
Petersburg and Moscow. We hear, however, 
that with all the improved apparatus and ma- 
chinery recently introduced the mechanical 
method of preparing the pulp does not pay. 
Besides, the manufacturers complain that the 
system is deficient as regards the production of 
fibre, while the lignin retains the resinous sub- 
stances and silicates. All this willno doubt 
compel the paper-pulp manufacturers to have 
recourse to the chemical process which obviates 
all these drawbacks. Pulpis also made of the 
national linden tree, bast, which plays such an 
important part in the economy of rural in- 
dustries and is an article of immense consumption 
in avariety of forms, among which what are 
called Russian matting and sacks are the most 
conspicuous. The largest trade in this article is 
conducted at the fair of Nijni Novgorod, where 
are sold many willions of mats and sacks, and 
many hundred thousand poods of the raw ma- 
terial. Among the articles exhibited by the 
best mills at the late St. Petersburg Exhibition, 
there was some really good specimens of paper 
produced from wood pulp alone, or with a par- 
tial mixture of the same. In estimating the 
quality of the various kinds of paper exhibited 
the attention of the jurors was directed princi- 
pally to the strength of the paper, as this quality 
depends principally on the perfect manipulation 
of the pulp and careful bleaching. The result of 
strict experiment in this regard showed a 
marked difference in the various exhibits, fre- 
quently unfavorable to the more showy articles, 
where whiteness of color, glossiness, and good 
sizing were conspicuous. As regards the pro- 
cess of sizing, the jurors reported that more 
attention should be paid to it, this being appar- 
ently the weakest point in the manufacture of 
Russian paper. It is rather astonishing that the 
price of linen rags should be comparatively so 
high in Russia. The greater part of the popu- 
lation of over 80,000,000 wear linen, although of 
a coarse kind. Formerly woolen rags were used 
for the manufacture of very coarse paper, but 
now, since ‘‘ shoddy” and ‘‘mungo” have come 
into vogue, they are sold to the woolen mills in 
the country or are exported abroad, It isa 
pity the Russian Government does not abolish, 
or at least reduce, the export duty on rags. 
This would be a great boon for the English 
paper manufacturers. Rags must be so abun- 
dant in such an extensive country as Russia that 
the few native paper manufacturers cannot 
possible require the protection which they no 
doubt see in the present export duties. It is to 
be hoped that when the duty shall be reduced 
it will be made applicable to all parts of the

empire alike. The following are the export 
duties levied on rags at present—rags of every 
kind, and likewise woolen cuttings and paper 
pulp :— 

(a) Over the land frontier and from the port 
of Libau, 2s. 6d. per. ewt. 

(6) From all ports of the Baltic (excepting 
Libau) 3s. 9d. per. cwt. 

(c) From the ports of the Black and Azof seas, 
1s. 8d. per. cwt. 

It may not be out of place here to give the 
value of the annual production, together with 
the prices of the goods of a few of the largest 
paper manufacturers in Russia. We will take 
those that have obtained the Imperial coat-of- 
arms :—The Troitsky-Kondrovsky Paper Mills 
Co. The award was granted to this establish- 
ment, according to the official report, for the 
very good quality of all kinds of paper, as re- 
gards solidity, good finish, color and strength, 
which places the manufactures on a par with 
the best productions of the kind in Russia, and 
for extensive production. These mills turn out

they are sorted. Here are the girls who pre- 
side at the usual wire table and examine the 
stock with proper care and minuteness. After 
the stock, whatever it may be, is sorted, it is 
overlooked by a responsible forewoman, whocan 
alone control its descent to the bins upon the 
next floor. Any mixtures, mistakes, or errors 
fall upon this woman, who, in each case, pos- 
sesses the qualifications of experience and trust- 
worthiness. 

The bins extend all round the building in 
double tiers, back to back, on the third floor, 
each having a trap-door in the roof—really the 
floor above. The various qualities and assort- 
ments of stock find their resting-place in the bin, 
whence, ultimately, they go direct by means of 
a canvas shoot to the press. 

The building, which is the largest paper stock 
store in Scotland, while there is only one in 
England which surpasses it for size, I may here 
say is 220 ft. long by 45 ft. wide, has five floors, 
each supported by a double row of iron colums. 
Each floor has various apartments which serve 
admirably for separating the stock. 
Waste-papers all go to one part of 
a floor, rags keep to another, while 
jute wastes have a third depart- 
ment, andso on. A capital feature, 
too, is the lighting arrangement. 
Every floor is well lighted by gas, 
and around each burner is a wire- 
netting globe, which, while protect- 
ing from fire, does not interfere 
with illumination. 

The presses are two in number, 
and are very powerful, as they un- 
doubtedly require to be; but they 
are too heavy, being guaranteed 
to stand a pressure of three tons to 
the square inch, and Mr. Tait is go- 
ing to put another and a lighter

A Visit To Mr. Tart’s WAREHOUSE. 





‘The second city of the Empire” is not a 
Paradise so far as cleanly streets go. At least 
it was not so the other day, as I wandered up 
to Peel street, from West George street. I 
believe London road is not the classic region of 
Glasgow either, but it is a very busy place, and 
well situated for the gathering of rags, if not 
the ‘‘ gathering of the clans.” 

Mr. Tait has pitched upon Peel street for his 
position as a paper-stock merchant, and when 
I saw his warehouse I felt inclined to think that 
he had monopolized the entire street, but I found 
that he had thirty-nine houses only! His num- 
bers are from 19 to 57, inclusive, and, as the 
building contains five floors, some idea can be 
compassed from these figures of the size of this 
centre of paper-stock supply. These premises 
are just about completed, and Mr. Tait’s office 
bears signs of modern improvements in several 
respects. 

Upon the top floor all the bales of goods from 
the collectors are stored until ready for being 
sorted and examined. Each customer has his 
particular number, which is marked on each bale 
when received, so that there is no difficulty ex- 
perienced in tracing bad lots, I may say that 
Mr. Tait buys nothing that he does not after- 
wards overhaul, Every parcel, no matter from 
where it comes, is sorted and examined, and 
picked by his workpeople, according to a reg- 
ular system, so that all his stock possesses the 
good feature of regular and even quality. This 
isa point I need not urge upon the attention of 
paper-makers, who want to be able to rely 
thoroughly upon their purchases. 

In the floor of this top story are traps for let-

his output. The presses work very well, though, 
and press between them seventy balesa day. I 
| observed that Mr. Tait used the plain square 
fastener, with a centre slit for holding the hoops. 
I think it is about as good as any contrivance I 
have seen. It is very simple, and devoid of all 
intricate work. To work the presses there are 
two hydraulic pumps, one of them being a very 
powerful machine, having four plunges, which 
vary from 2 in. to4 in. in diameter. As Mr. 
Tait does a large export trade to the States, the 
baling of stock is a very important feature. 

Each bale is very securely bound with several 
hoops, and I[ don’t think there is very much 
fear of any burstingor breaking en voyage. 

Mr. Tait turns out about 500 tons of various 
paper stock per month, and can, at a pinch, by 
working late hours, turn out from 700 tons to 
800 tons in the same time. 

The working staff consists of about 150 women, 
25 men, and sundry tradesmen—i e., carpenters, 
engineers, &c. I was very much amused at the 
| recitation of the “rules and regulations” of 
this establishment, First of all come the pre- 
miums, several in number. There is a premium 
for indiarubber, buttons, and feathers—three 
very awkard materials to get upon the paper 
machine. Then, if any girl work her full time 
per week, she has a premium of 6d. But the 
fines are striking. The hours of work are 6 A. M. 
to6Pp.M., and if anybody comes ten minutes 
late, 1d. is dotted down, and 1d. for every five 
minutes over the first ten of grace. Then comes 
a fine of 6d. for—swearing! 

Any one found smoking within the gate is 
fined 5s., the second offense being dismissal. 
Such rules, I was informed, enable order and 
decorum to be preserved throughout the build- 
ing, and in a large place, where a number 
of hands are engaged, discipline is everything 

Mr. Tait divides his stock into various grades. 
He makes 45 assortments of woolen rags, 20 to 25 
classes of old rags, and 120f new. Then there 
are the cartridges and paper stock, which come 
from the shops, or small dealers.. There are 6 
classes of bagging, and 30 of waste-papers, in- 
cluding 7 of shavings. Fines are divided into 4 
sorts, canvas also 4, while Mr. Tait packs 16 
varieties of old rope, besides flax waste, in 
various qualities. 

There are two direct lines of steamers to the 
States from Glasgow, and there is every facility 
for shipping, not only there, but to all parts of 
the world. Mr. Tait possesses telegraphic codes 
with several American houses, and has every- 
thing apparently in working order to do both a 


home and export trade on a large scale.

British Notes.

The scarcity of raw materials is the prevail- 
ing topic of interest here now. Large orders 
from your side cannot be entertained, simply 
because there is nostuff. A great rise has taken 
place in continental jute as well as in the home 
article. The French dealers are asking £13 10s. 
for their good bagging, and the Germans refuse 
£11 for theirs. Waste-papers are scarce, and 
scarcely a day passes but what I am asked if I 
know of any parcels, or if I can get ten tons 
or so. 

There is no chance apparently of seeing any 
decrease of excitement so far as rags and waste 
are concerned. Home rags are very scarce, in- 
deed. Good seconds are well on their way to 
20s. per cwt., a price that would have been 
eagerly snapped at by dealers for fines some four 
months ago. 

Paper-makers here grumbled with seconds at 
10s. and fines at 19s. What are they going to 
do with the former at 18s. 6d., and the latter at 
25s. to 27s., and very little of either at any price. 
Your buyers have hunted up and down and 
bave secured everything that was available. 
Our own dealers have done the same for satis- 
faction of export orders. Meanwhile dealers 
who hold stocks won't sell, and they are wise. 
Yet in the face of all this paper stands still, and 
does not rise in value more than one cent per 
pound, if that. What will paper-makers do? 
This is the question I am longing to see an- 
swered. They must either have been grumbling 
for nothing, or else are losing money very 
fast. 

Rags.—The demand for rags continues strong. 
White cottons and the medium and lower qual- 
ities of linens more especially are very scarce, 
and command stiff prices. As large quantities 
are engaged for export to America during the 
next few months, the scarcity seems likely to 
continue for some time to come. 

Esparto.—The market on this side for spot and 
early delivery remains firm at late prices, ves- 
sels and steamers having been delayed by the 
late rough weather, andin some districts great 
difficulty is experienced in obtaining supplies to 
keep the mills going. From abroad the almost 
universal reports are that the grass is now com- 
ing down more freely to the coast, and good 
harvests are anticipated, consequently shippers 
are lowering their ideas of price for forward de- 
livery, and already contracts for summer and 
autumn delivery can be booked at considerably 
under present quotations. 

Wood Pulp.—A good demand is maintained 
for all qualities, but only very limited quanti- 
ties are obtainable for delivery during the spring 
months. Prices remain firm, but easier quota- 
tions are obtainable from shippers for summer 
shipment. 

Chemicals.—Although during last week some 
progress towards reactivity was rendered prob- 
able by the increased number of inquiries, these 
have again fallen off, and business for some 
little time past has certainly developed signs of 
weakness. No doubt much of this may be deb- 
ited to the overbuying during December and 
January, which has, for the present, practically 
taken consumers off the market to a large ex- 
tent. This, assisted by an increasing production 
on many sides, has caused a tone of weakness in 
prices such as has been a stranger to the trade 
this year. For our part, we do not think the 
lull is anything more than of a temporary 
nature, and, doubtless, will be removed a little 
later in the spring. In the meantime, however, 
the fact of the weakness is patent, and has a 
strong tendency to cause would-be buyers to 
hold aloof as long as possible before operating. 
Cream and white caustic soda are rather more 
plentiful. Bleaching powder is somewhat easier, 
and for the present has a downward tendency. 
Ash has also lost some of its firmness. 

Mill news is not very plentiful. The Cheddar 
Mills have been bought by Messrs. Wansbrough 
& Brooke, who have a mill now at Watchet. 
The new firm are going to make shop papers 
chiefly, and have engaged Ernest Reed as 
their manager, a gentleman in every way quali- 
fied for the post. 

The Fernside Mills, Monmouth, are going to 
be closed. Their position—up a mountain and 
several miles from a railway station—puts them 
in a bad light; and, besides, their machinery, I 
believe, is not of the best. The mills have been 
let out on a three years’ lease, and, I understand, 
will not be worked any more. 

The City of Edinburgh Mills, capable of mak 
ing some 34 to 40 tons of brown paper per week, 
were sold last week for £4,610, They were put 
up at £4,500, and were ultimately knocked down 
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for the paltry sum of £4,610. This shows in 
what sort of a condition the brown trade must 
be. The neighboring landed proprietors have 
bought the mills, and, after selling the ma- 
chinery, will split up the property into building 


sites, rather than have a factory with its accom- 
paniments of smoke, &c., among the villas and 
fine houses adjacent.

Business is about the same in this section of 
the State as at the date of my last letter. Prices 
remain firm, with very little or no change. 

I have read with considerable interest of the 
how] that has gone up from many of the news- 
papers of the country against the paper manu 
facturers, because of the advance in prices. One 
who was not posted would be led to think from 
some of the articles that have recently appeared 
that the manufacturers were directly responsi- 
ble for the advanced rates. It is quite true that 
all kinds of paper are much higher thau they 
were six months ago, with a prospect of a still 
further advance, but it is not a combination of 
manufacturers, as many seem to think, that has 
caused this. Some of the largest manufacturers 
in the country have strongly opposed it. Many 
of them doubting any important advance sold 
ahead largely, and are now repenting their 
folly. The cause of all this trouble can be stated 
in very few words, and is the scarcity of stock 
from which to make paper. The reason is that 
for a long time rags were a drug in the market. 
The women of the country have been paid such 
small prices that many of them ceased saving 
their scraps. I think I can safely say that if 
every woman in the country would save ten 
pounds of rags apiece, within the next three 
months, the trouble would soon be over. It is 
confidently asserted that by next fall rags will 
be plenty, and prices lower. The dealers are 
independent, and can afford to be. Stock that 
formerly sold for 4 cents now brings 614 cents, 
and No. 2 stock has been selling for 44¢ cents. 
The advance equals 60 per cent., while the price 
of the manufactured goods has not gone up over 
25 per cent. 

An absurd rumor was started on the street 
one day last week, to the effect that one of our 
large paper companies had imported sixty 
Chinamen from New York, and expected to set 
them at work in the mill. The news spread 
like wildfire, and some of our Celtic citizens be- 
came very much alarmed. Reporters and news- 
paper correspondents flew in every direction to 
discover what had caused the commotion, when 
it was ascertained that two very innocent-look- 
ing Mongolians had landed at the depot and 
were in search of a location to start a laundry. 
It was laughable to see how these people allowed 
themselves to be worked up over this yarn, when 
every train from the North brings from two to 
six French families, and nothing is said about it. 

A female employee of one of the paper manu- 
factories bad an experience one day lately 
which she will not care torepeat. She had re- 
cently drawn some money for herself and for 


another girl, and placing it in a book, she dc- | 


posited it under a box on her table, and when 
she went to dinner forgot the money. When 
she returned she took up the box, but the money 
was missing. She made a thorough search of 
the room, but could find notrace of her prop- 


erty. Noone had been in the room buta boy, | 
who came in to sell newspapers. Obtaining a | 


description of the lad, she started out in search 
of him. As luck would have it, she found him 
one block away, and, seizing him, charged him 


with the theft. The boy denied any knowledge |

George H. Perry, who recently resigned the 
superintendency of the Valley Paper Mill, is a 
paper-maker of long experience. He has been 
in the employ of the Parsons and Valley com- 
panies for twenty-six years. 

James Ramage, of the Newton Paper Com- 
pany, has just contracted for a fine residence, 
which, when completed, will cost him about 
$9,000, 

The Turner’s Falls Reporter says: ‘Holyoke 


gives notice that it doesn’t want any more | 


paper-mills, not having any too much power 
left. Turner’s Falls will soon be the only exten- 
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sive water-power in the State.” The Reporter 
need not fear about 

giving out 

now that the Water-Power Company has en- 
gaged an able engineer to measure the water 
used by the mills, we shall be in better shape 
than ever. So Turner’s Falls will not grow | 
much on this account—not right away. 


Our local architects, D. H. & A. B. Tower, | 
have been full of business the past winter. They | 
have drawn plans forall the mills which have 
been built in this vicinity lately. Their services | 
are also in demand by parties in Maine and | 
Canada. They are reliable gentlemen to deal | 
with, and their plans are alwayscorrect. They 
employ an engineer and draughtsman, and are | 
always busy. 

The Morgan Envelope Company of Spring- | 
field has been having trouble with its female 
employees lately. The company has recently | 
introduced some new machines, and the girls | 
thought they could not make as much pay on 
them as on the old machines, therefore they de- 
manded more pay. Their request was granted, | 
but still they were not satisfied, so they quit 
work, and now their places are being filled with 
new hands. The company claims that as soon 
as the girls become accustomed to the new 
machines they can earn $1.15 and $1.25 per 
day, whereas they earned but $1.10 on the old 
machines. 

The Powers Paper Company has voluntarily 
increased the pay of its employees. 

The Springfield City Paper Company has re- 
cently received orders for 100 tons of print and 
manilla papers, and large orders for card mid- 
dles, flats and rules. 

The paper manufacturers have responded 
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nobly to the call for aid which had been made 
upon our citizens in behalf of the Irish sufferers. 
William Whiting gave $100; D. H. & J. C. New- 
ton, $50; James H. Newton, $50; Albion Paper 
Company, $50; Newton Paper Company, $25; 
Beebe, Holbrook & Co., $25; Parsons Paper 
Company, $25; Valley Paper Company, $25; 
Massasoit Paper Company, $25; Crocker Paper 
Company, $25. 

Lee has been very much interested in what is 
to be done with the Lee and Hudson Railroad. 
This road is virtually owned by the paper manu- 
facturers. In the fall of 1876 they bought first 
mortgage bonds, subscribing in payment about 
as follows: Hurlbut Paper Company, $2,000; 
Smith Paper Company, $7,750; P. C. Baird,

Chaffee & Hamlin, $300. May & Rogers, $300, 
and F. 8S. Gross, $250. It depends upon these 
companies and individuals to decide whether or 
not the road will be completed. 

The machinery of the Hannum Paper Mill, at 
Tyringham, has been started up, and a number 
of the hands are at work. Mr. Hannum isin 
town, and will remain for the present. 

The Smith Paper Company has been building 
a canal 200 feet long and 16 feet wide at Lenox 
Furnace. It is to extend from the dam near the 
railroad bridge to the machine-shop, which will 
be turned into a pulp mill. The company is to 
raise the wages of its employees ten per cent. 
after April 1. 

Carson & Brown are full of business, and it is 
a difficult matter for them to keep up with their 


orders. Their help have been notified of an ad- 
vance in wages of ten per cent. after April 1. 
The Turner’s Falls Paper Company’s new mill 
is now turning off paper. The company is to 
erect a stock-house, 35x100 feet, near the mill.

JOURNAL last week, and hearing

of the newspaper men gave their views in 
substantially the same form in which they 
have conducted all of their arguments, and 
bringing out nothing new. The paper trade 
was represented by several of its leading 
members. 

Of course we cannot foretell the action 
of the House Committee, which may or 
may not be influenced by the clamor of 
the papers, which have made so ‘‘ much 
ado about nothing.” We referred last week 
to the suggestion for admitting foreign- 
made pulp free of impost. This does nct 
by any means put the demand for remitting 
the paper duty to one side. There is a per- 
sistent purpose to deprive’ the paper trade 
of protection, and the effort will be strongly 
and quietly made to secure legislation to 
that end, whether the blow is struck at the 
wood-pulp manufacturer or the paper- 
maker. Indeed, we may assume that it is 
aimed at both, and no seeming indifference 
to what is done with one or the other should 
lead our friends to believe that no force will 
be exerted to hurt the trade. 

The reasons for opposing these tariff 
changes are not special, although only one 
industry is attacked. If disquietening in- 
fluences are to be kept away from our 
reviving trade, Congress cannot afford to 
satisfy the complaints of people who, find- 
ing something adverse to their interests in 
the tariff, declaim against the injustice, 
The 


issue affects every protected industry, and 


and appeal to be made an exception. 


the paper trade have a right to require the 
influence and support of all who have as 
good reasons for resisting interference of 
this nature. 

We have before recapitulated the grounds 
of opposition to the proposed changes. 
Nothing has been brought forward to dis- 
pute them or disprove facts already stated, 
That portion of the press which urges free 
trade in paper persists in assertion without 
evidence and argument without logic, bear- 
ing down upon Congress with threatenings, 
through which alone they hope to realize 


their wishes. We shall be sorry if our 


representatives are moved by such erro- 
neous and irrational pleas. 


“Facts About Paper.” 


The debate between Mr. Woodruff and the 
Buffalo Express has led to the following re- 
joinder from the former: 

Editor Buffalo Express: 

There is a want of fairness in your allusion to my 
communication. Isaid: “It requires two pounds of 
rags to make one pound of paper.” This is strictly 
true, and I do not see where your question of veracity 
comesin. Did I say that other materials did not 
enter in the manufacture of paper’ No, sir; I did 
not even so intimate. Printing pager can be made 
entirely from rags, esparto grass, straw, flax, old 
papers; or it may be made from a mixture of several 
of these articles; but it cannot be made entirely of 
wood. An admixture of forty per cent. of wood 
may be used, if the remaining stock is a strong fibre, 
but wood has little strength of fibre, and cannot be 
used by itself, profitably or fairly. 

The basis of the paper manufactured at our mills 
is cotton and linen rags. With these for the basis, 
we use esparto grass, some straw, some paper and a 
small percentage of wood pulp. Now, did I, in my 
communications, intimate anything to the contrary, 
that you should, even by implication, impeach my 
veracity or frankness’ I think you will answer in 
the negative. This disposes of this branch of the 
subject. 

Warner Miller and W. A. Russell are prominent 
members of Congress, and your complimentary no- 
tice of the former is a well-deserved tribute to a 
self-made man. Mr. Russell is as highly esteemed

Wood pulp cannot be imported from Europe at a 
price to compete with our manufactures, but it can 
from Canada. And here let me express an opinion 
regarding the duty on printing paper. It is a very 
pleasant theme with which to amuse the public, but 
setting Canada aside (and I will not except that, if 
we can have a fair field with them), there is no coun- 
try that can manufacture printing paper as cheaply 
as ours, and the remission of the duty will not affect 
the market or the price any more than the barking 
of that British free-trade press in Chicago or the 
echoes of ** Tray, Blanch, and Sweetheart!” through- 
out the country. The manufacturers ask no favor 
of Congress, but they desire the whole country to 
know that this combined attack is but the premoni- 
tory symptom of the free-traders to a general sweep- 
stakes. A skillful general will attack an enemy in 
detail, and so will the British free-trade league. 

I trust, Mr. Editor, you will excuse the length of 
this reply.

Rubber Rolls—The First Cylinder. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Iam very glad to see that some of your cor- 
respondents take an interest in the matter of 
rubber rolls. It is one that. will bear “‘ press- 
ing” in the Tok JouRNAL. In reply to“ P. M.,” 
I would suggest that “ hard rubber” would be 
preferable for a bottom couch roll, for the rea- 
son that soft rubber is too susceptible to the ac- 
tion and friction of the wire; and it also pos- 
sesses more elasticity than is required. The 
smooth, polished surface of the hard rubber, 
while it is sufficiently elastic, offers no resistance 
to the action of the wire, and will always retain 
its perfectly even, mirror-like surface. These 
rolls are only made by one party, and are en- 
tirely unlike any of the so-called semi-hard 
rubber made by the soft-rubber manufacturers. 

‘*Windy Arbor’s” statements in regard to the 
history of the ‘‘ cylinder-machine ” in this coun- 
try, I have no doubt, is correct, and agrees with 
what I have always understood was the truth. 
John Ames was undoubtedly the first to make 
the cylinder a success in this country, and, so 
far as I know, in the world, ajthough it is 
claimed by some intelligent paper-makers that 
the invention was anticipated in England by 
several years. Perhaps your London corre- 
spondent could give some light upon the matter.

Russian Paper Mills. 


The Wochenblatt fur Papierfabrikation con- 
tains an article on the development of paper 
manufacture in Russia. It states that the in- 
dustry has attained such perfection in Russia 
that it will compare favorably with that of any 
other country. Peter the Great, it would seem, 
visited a paper mill at Dresden (Saxony) in 
1712, and was so enthusiastic over it that he in- 
duced paper manufacturers to proceed to Mos- 
cow and found mills. In 1801 there were in 
Russia twenty-six paper mills, and the amount 
of paper imported did not exceed 200,000 roubles. 
When the Emperor Alexander visited England 
in 1814, he secured several paper-manufacturers,

Commercial Value of Sulphuric Acid. 


The question has been raised whether it is 
cheapest to buy sulphuric acid of 66 degrees B. 
at 1‘¢ cents per pound, or of 60 degrees at 144 
| cents, or of 50 degrees at 1 cent, and the state- 
ment is made that more acid for the money can 
be had by buying that of 66 degrees at the high- 
est price. This statement is confirmed by a con- 
temporary for the following reasons: The oil of 
vitriol of commerce contains more or less water, 
a fact which is determined by taking its specific 
gravity with the hydrometer. The heavier the 
liquid the greater is the percentage of anhydrous 
| (dry) sulphuric acid it contains; and vice versa 
the lighter it is—that is, the more nearly it ap- 
proaches to the specific gravity of water the 
less sulphuric acid does it contain. Elaborate 
tables have been calculated by several author- 
ities giving the percentage of anhydrous sul- 
phuric acid in 100 parts of sulphuric acid at 
different densities, which are designed to meet 
just such cases. These tableg will be found in 
Dr. Ure’s “ Dictionary of Manufactures,” and 
in almost any complete work on technical 
and general chemistry. The question will be 
[answered by the following simple calculations: 

From Dr. Ure’s tables, above referred to, sul- 
phuric acid of 66 deg. B. contains 81.54 per cent. 
of dry acid; 60 deg. acid contains 65.33 per cent. ; 
and 50 deg. acid, 50.5 per cent. In other words, 

100 Ibs. 50 deg. acid, costing $1, would contain 
50.5 Ibs. dry acid. 

100 lbs. 60 deg. acid, costing $1.25, would con- 
tain 65.33 Ibs. dry acid. 

100 lbs. 60 deg. acid, costing $1.50, would con- 
tain 81.54 lbs. dry acid. 

From this showing it is easy to calculate how 
many pounds of each of the acid samples would 
have to be bought to get 100 pounds of dry acid, 
and the relative cost in each case would deter- 
mine the question of economy. Thus, to get 
100 pounds dry acid with the 50 deg. sample, the 
purchaser would have to buy 198 pounds.

In the same manner, to get 100 pounds dry 
acid with the 60deg. sample, 153.16 pounds 
would be necessary, and of the 66 deg. sample, 
122.63 pounds. By introducing the element of 
cost in the three cases, finally the question is 
settled. Thus: 

198 lbs. 50 deg. acid at 1 cent, costs $1.98. 

153.16 lbs. 60 deg. acid at 11¢ cents, costs 
$1.91. 

122.63 Ibs. 66 deg. acid at 11¢ cents, costs 
$1.84. 

From which it appears that the 66 deg. acid at 
14¢ cents is the cheapest; the 60 deg. acid at 114¢ 
cents comes next, while the 50 deg. acid at 1 
cent isthe dearest. The difference is certainly 
very small, but if a manufacturer is using 
large quantities of acid, the saving by buying 
the 66 deg. acid might prove to be considerable.

Paper from Coniferous Trees. 


To make a pliable and merchantable paper 
from the bark of coniferous trees it is necessary 
to exhaust, or nearly exhaust, the intercellular 
or tannic substances therefrom, since if they are 
retained the paper produced will be harsh and 
hard, and will have a stiffness like parchment, 
sach intercellular or tannic substances acting as 
a ‘‘size” to stiffen the paper, and if the stock is 
subjected to heat it will become discolored and 
cannot be thoroughly bleached. It has also been 
found that to extract the intercellular or tannic 
substances it is necessary to treat the bark of 
coniferous trees with cold or tepid water, since 
if treated with hot water or steam the stock be- 
comes discolored. 

This process, therefore, consists in exhausting, 
or nearly exhausting, the intercellular or tannic 
substances from the bark of coniferous trees by 
treating the same with cold or tepid water; fur- 
ther, in a pulp made from the bark of coniferous 
trees having the intercellular or tannic sub- 
stances exhausted, or nearly exhausted, there- 
from; further, in the process of making paper 
pulp from the bark of coniferous trees, consist- 
ing in treating the bark with cold or tepid water, 
macerating such bark either before or after 
the treatment with cold or tepid water 
and then bleaching the stock. The invention 
also consists in the paper, as a new article of 
manufacture, made from the bark of coniferous 
trees with the intercellular or tannic substances 
exhausted, or nearly exhausted, therefrom. This 
paper is very pliable and tough, light in color (if 
bleached), and smooth and fine in texture. It 
can be readily distinguished by experts from the 
paper previously made from the bark of coni- 
ferous trees wherein the intercellular or tannic 
substances were retained as a size, as the last- 
mentioned paper is stiff and harsh, presenting a 
different appearance to the eye and a different 
feeling to the touch. 

The bark of coniferous trees, preferably mac- 
erated by any of the ordinary methods, or taken 
from the trees without maceration, is put at 
once into the pulping engines, where it is beaten 
and thoroughly washed by passing through it 
a stream of cold or tepid water continuously. 
| The coloring matter peculiar to this paper 

stock and to no other, which is highly soluble 
in water, is driven into the water and carried 
off by this operation, which should continue 
from four to ten hours, Gallo-tannic acid, one 
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of the injurious constituents : of this stock, de- 
composes and darkens at a temperature of 160° 
Fahrenheit; therefore the temperature of the 
water in the engines should never exceed that 
degree of heat, the best temperature being about 
80° Fahrenheit. At the expiration of this oper- 
ation the pulp is ready at once to be run into 
paper in the usual way. 

If it is desired to lighten the color of the 
pulp it may be acidulated by some dilute acid, 
preferably sulphuric acid. This acid is then 
washed out and the pulp then run into paper 
in the usual way. For very light colored and 
white papers the pulp should be treated to a so- 
lution of chlorinated alkali, preferably chlorina- 
ted soda, the strength of this solution depending 
on the degree of whiteness desired. It has 
been found in bleaching this stock that 
it is obstinate under treatment when chlorine 
alone is held in the water; but as soon as a lit- 
tle soda or potash is thrown in, the stock begins 
to bleach at once. The slightest degree of 
strength of alkali in the solution improves the 
color of the pulp, and the greatest degree of 
strength does no injury. 

By this treatment, in the first instance, of 
water of the temperature described, the color of 
the bark stock is lightened as the intercellular 
or coloring matter in the bark is washed out, 
thus avoiding the injurious effect of boiling, by 
which latter operation the color is set and the 
rosin fused, thus cementing the fibres together, 
and affecting the color of the pulp very badly. 
This species of bark, although easily bleached 
as a whole by the above-described method, is apt 
to retain clusters of fibres of the outer bark, 
which resist the process of bleaching, and appear 
as red hairs in a ground of white or very light 
paper. In order to treat such bark properly and 
completely, when a white or nearly white paper 
is wanted, the disfibred bark, after the treating 
and washing described, is boiled in limewater 
from four to sixteen hours, the time being regu- 
lated by the amount of limo used, which varies 
from one to four barrels to two tons of stock. 
After this boiling the bleaching, if any is requi- 
site, is performed as described. (222,171.)

A Goop REcrPz ror Bronzinc Iron.—To 
one pint of methylated finish add 4 oz. of 
gum shellac and 4 oz. gum benzoin; put the 
bottle in a warm place, shaking it occasionally. 
When the gum is dissolved let it stand in a cool 
place two or three days to settle, then gently 
pour off the clear into an other bottle, cork it 
well, and keep it for finest work. The sediment 
left in the first bottle, by adding a sufficient quan- 
tity of spirit tomakeit workable, willdo for the 
tirst coat or coarser work when strained through 
a fine cloth. Next get 1 Ib. of finely-ground 
bronze green—the shade may be varied by using 
a little lampblack, red ochre, or yellow ochre; 
let the iron be clean and smooth, then take as 
much varnish as may be required, and add the 
green color in sufficient quantity ; slightly warm 
the article to be bronzed, and with a soft brush 
lay a thin coat on it. When that is dry, if 
necessary lay another coat on, and repeat until 
well covered. Take a small quantity of the 
varnish and touch the prominent parts with it; 
before it is dry, with a dry pencil lay on a 
small quantity of gold powder. Varnish over all.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The monetary situ- 
ation was characterized by an easy feeling dur- 
ing the greater portion of the week, and the 
bulk of the business in call loans was at 5@6 per 
cent., with some transactions as low as 3@4 per 
cent. In discounts prime mercantile paper was 
in demand at 5@6 per cent. 

The transactions in Government bonds were 
moderately large. Early in the week the mar- 
ket was lower, the decline ranging \@% per 
cent., but toward the close the dealings were 
characterized by a firm tone, and a recovery 
took place. The market closed firm, except for 
the 5’s of 1881, which declined to 103. 

The dealings in railroad bonds were well dis- 
tributed, and considerable amounts were taken 
for out-of-town account during the week. The 
stock market, save at rare intervals, was char- 
acterized by a buoyant tone throughout the 
week, and a higher range of prices was recorded 
in a majority of the leading shares, while some 
of the miscellaneous stocks made exceptionally 
large advances. The market closed with a 
firmer tone than for several days preceding, and 
higher quotations were established for the lead- 
ing shares. 

The Sterling Exchange market was nominally 
unchanged throughout the week. Cotton bills 
were not plentiful, and henceforward the supply 
from this source will become less, leaving grain 
and provision bills largely to meet the wants of 
bankers, and as these are likely to prove in- 
sufficient to satisfy the requirements of remit- 
ters, an advance in the rates for prime sterling 
is to be anticipated.

THE PAPER TRADE.—The lower range of 
quotations for stock has imparted a little easier 
feeling to the market. Many manufacturers 


who some ten days ago were indisposed to take present prices rather than pay the prices asked 
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this subject hepele buyers to hold off from the | 
market, under the impression that if the duty is | 
repealed it will affect prices, and until the ques- | 
tion is definitely settled an uneasy feeling 
will prevail in the minds of many who would 
otherwise be giving orders for paper. There 
is no apparent falling off in the activity 
among the mills, if this is the case among the 
dealers, nor is it likely that there will be any for 
the present, as the most of them have orders on | 
hand sufficient to keep them busy for some time 
ahead. There is a very quiet and irregular 
movement in Fine Writings. Sized and Super- 
calendered Book papers do not move with any 
great amount of activity, and are not so firm in 
price as machine-finished. News is in continued 
good, active demand, with the price firm at Yc. | 
on the basis of straw and wood quality. Ma- 
nilla papers keep very strong in price, but are | 
not as active as they have been. There is 
nothing particularly new in Straw and Binders’ 
Boards. The manufacturers of Straw Wrap- 
pings talk strongly of again advancing their 
prices to meet the heavy demand and the higher 
cost of straw. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The sales during the week 
were about 5,000 bales at firm prices. An esti- 
mate from India just received, based on actual 
shipments to February 1, and on available sup- 
ply for the remainder of the season, claims that 
the Jute crop of last year will yield 60,000 bales 
of Butts less than the previous year. Another 
estimate makes the difference only 30,000 bales 
of Butts, but all seem to agree that there will be 
a shortage, the difference being only in regard to 
its extent. These statements, coupled with the 
active demand from Paper and Bagging manu- 
facturers, have advanced the ideas of holders, 
and we now quote spot Paper quality at 3%c. ; 
to arrive. 34¢c., and Spinning quality, 3%c. 


WOOD PULP.—The agitation in favor cf re- 
pealing the tariff on this article has had some 
effect on the demand, and there is not at present 
the same active market which has ruled for 
some time past. Manufacturers, to some ex- 
tent, seem to be holding back with their orders, 
awaiting events, under the impression that. 
sbould the repeal of the duty be passed by Con- 
gress, prices will rule lower. Notwithstanding 
this feeling, most of the mills have yet enough 
to do, and orders are being filled at the old 
range of prices, 3%{@4c. Chemical fibre con- 
tinues in good request and steady in price. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
The market is still in a very quiet condition, 
transactions having been comparatively limited 
in number, and on some grades a little easier 
figures are indicated. Manufacturers, as a gen- 
eral thing, bave supplied themselves in such 
large quantity and so far ahead that they now 
keep aloof from the market, and are not dis- 
posed to entertain any offerings of additional 
stock, unless at exceptionally low prices, until 
some of their supply is worked up. On the other 
hand, the importers claim that prices abroad 
continue to rule very firm, and that stock can- 
not be laid down here at any lower figures, unless 
the foreign packers make concessions in price. 
This they have not been disposed to do, in con- 
sequence of the heavy demand from this side, 
and itis yet too early for the foreign markets 
to be affected by the fallirg off in the demand 
here. Among the sales reported were 5 tons 
German C. S. P. F. F. F. Cottons at 6}c.; 20 
tons London Colors at 2/c. ; 30 tons Scotch Fine 
Cottons at 58c.; 50 tons London Seconds at 
4%c.; 30 tons do. Thirds at 3.30c. ; 40 tons do. at 
3.40c.; 8 square bales Berlin 8S. P. F. F. Linens 
at 5%<c.; 250 bales Extra Colored Berlin Cottons 
at 3%c.; 35 tons F. R. Cottons to arrive at 4%c. 
cash, and 10 tons English Colored Shavings. 
The arrivals during the past week embrace 
3,485 bales Rags, 1,833 bales Paper Stock, and 
371 bales Manilla. 


DOMESTIC RAGS.—The market has con- 
tinued very quiet during the past week, with 
transactions quite limited, and prices weaker. 
The dealers claim that this condition of the trade 
has been brought about by the concerted action of 
a number of manufacturers, who, they say, 
have agreed among themselves not to make any 
purchases of stock for awhile, or until they can 
force the dealers to sell at a very much lower 
limit than the extreme quotations lately ruling. 
The manufacturers complain that the deal- 
ers have forced prices up to an unreasona- 
ble limit, and beyond the point at which 
they can make paper at a profit, and many 
having supplied themselves largely are prac- 
tically out of the market, for the present | 
at least. The result of this has been that some | 
small dealers have been forced to sell out ata | 
considerable decline in order to realize and un- | 
lock their invested capital, resulting in weaken- 
ing the market considerably. As compared | 
with last week, prices are from 14@*<c. lower, 
anf eyen at the decline bolders have some diffi- 
culty in finding purchasers, A few large deal- 
ers who are able to do so are storing their stock 
and will hold it for a better market, while others 
are selling out. Sales have occurred during the | 
week of No. 1 City Whites at 6@6%¢c., and are 
now offered at 6c.; No. 2 Whites have likewise 
but are now offered at }c. less, 
at 41¢c.; City Seconds have sold all the way 
from 2%@3\(c., and were offered, to a limited 
extent at the inside figure.

There is no doubt but that the amount want- 
ed this year will be sufficiently large to keep 
the mines in good working order, after the 
effect of the mild winter is overcome. This 
year’s total output will be no less than last year, 
but to make the business profitable it should be 
kept well in hand, and, if at any particular 
time the demand is slack, keep the coal back 
until it is wanted. There is an advance in the 
price-lists dating from the 15th, as has been 
previously announced. Apparently the Stove 
Coal is not as valuable as the other sizes, and 
thus the former condition is reversed. It is due 
to the demand for all steam and manufacturing 
coals that the Egg and Broken are quoted higher 
than Stove, and Chestnut only ten cents per ton 
less; we hear of Pea Coal being quoted at $3 per 
ton. There is nothing especially new to report 
in connection with the trade in Bituminous 
Coals.”
